IT has been estimated that be­ 
tween 10 and 60 per ceat of those 
persons who have ulcers of the 
stomach and first part of the bowel 
Have bleeding from these ulcers. It 
is said that the number of bleeding 
ulcers is increasing, due to the ab­ 
normal physical and mental strain 
associated with the war. Bleeding 
generally occurs because a small 
artery at the base of the ulcer is 
eroded or broken open. 
When Ulcer Bleeds 
Should an ulcer begin to bleed, 
the patient should be put to bed . ’ 
rest at once. Visitors should be 
kept away. These two things will 
help to bring on relax ation, which 
in turn helps to lessen the amount 
of acid in the stomach and de­ 
crease the movements of the stom­ 
ach. giving the ulcer a chance to 
heal. 
It is also im portant to quiet the 
patient, to lessen his fears, since 
anx iety and fear also increase the 
secretions and activity of the stom­ 
ach. The patient should realize 
that bleeding is a frequent compli­ 
cation in ulcers and that it re­ 
sponds well to the proper treat­ 
ment. 
If the patient is restless, the 
physician may give him such 
a 
drug as morphine in certain in­ 
stances. Other physicians use such 
drugs as phenobarbitaL 
Another step in the treatm ent is 
to give plenty of fluids. The fluids 


may be given by mouth, or by in­ 
jection under the skin when there 
is vomiting. 
If these two methods do not give 
the patient sufficient fluids, the 
fluids may be injected directly into 
a vein. 
If the patient’s pulse rate gets 
too fast or his blood pressure be­ 
gins to fall because of the bleeding, 
the injection of blood into a vein 
may be life-saving. 
Lax ative drugs should not be 
employed. About the fifth day of 
treatm ent, injection into the lower 
bowel, that is an enema, may be 
employed to produce a bowel move­ 
ment, if it is necessary. 


Further Siepe 


Further steps in the treatm ent 
consist in giving alkalies such as 
baking soda and magnesium sub­ 
carbonate. Iron-containing drugs 
may also be employed. 
Not so many years ago. when 
a patient had a bleeding ulcer he 
was starved for a period of time. 
At present he is at once given a diet 
made up of milk, cream, butter, 
eggs, strained cereals and other 
soft foods. Feedings are given at 
two-hour intervals between 8:00 
a. m. and 8:00 p. m. 
In a very few instances of bleed­ 
ing ulcer, operation may be re­ 
quired, depending on the ex tent of 
the bleeding. With modern treat­ 
ment, prompt relief usually is ob­ 
tained.

IT has been estim ated th a t be­ 
tween IO and 60 per ceat of tho** 
persons who have ulcers of the 
stomach and first p art of th* bowel 
have bleeding from these ulcers. It 
is said th a t the number of bleeding 
ulcers is increasing, due to the ab­ 
normal physical and m ental strain 
associated with the war. Bleeding 
generally occurs because a small 
artery a t the base of the ulcer is 
eroded or broken open. 


W hen Ulcer Bleed* 
Should an ulcer begin to bleed, 
the patient should be p u t to bed . 
rest at once. V isitors should be 
kept away. These two things will 
help to bring on relaxation, which 
in turn helps to lessen the am ount 
of acid in the stomach and de­ 
crease the movements of the stom ­ 
ach. giving the ulcer a chance to 
heai. 
It is also im portant to quiet the 
patient, to lessen his fears, since 
anxiety and fear also increase the 
secretions and activity of the stom­ 
ach. The patient should realise 
th at bleeding is a frequent compli­ 
cation in ulcers and th a t it re ­ 
sponds well to the proper tre a t­ 
ment. 
If the patient is restless, the 
physician may give him such a 
drug as m orphine in certain in­ 
stances. O ther physicians use such 
drugs as phenobarbital 
A nother step in the treatm ent is 
to give plenty of fluids. The fluids 


I may be given by mouth, or by in­ 
jection under the skin when there 
is vomiting. 
If these two methods do not give 
the patient sufficient fluids, th* 
fluids may be injected directly into 
a vein. 
If the patient’s pulse rate geta 
! too fast or his blood pressure be­ 
gins to fall because of the bleeding, 
the injection of blood into a vein 
may be life-saving. 
Laxative drugs should ro t be 
employed. About the fifth day of 
treatm ent, injection into the lower 
bowel, th a t is an enema, may be 
employed to produce a bowel move­ 
ment, if it is necessary. 


Further Step* 


F u rth er steps in the treatm ent 
consist in giving alkalies such as 
baking soda and magnesium sub­ 
carbonate. Iron-containing drugs 
may also be employed. 
N ot so many years ago. when 
a patient had a bleeding ulcer he 
was starved for a period of time. 
At present he is a t once given a diet 
made up of milk, cream , butter, 
eggs, strained cereals and other 
soft foods. Feedings are given a t 
two-hour interval* between 8:00 
a. rn. and 8 :00 p. rn. 
In a very few instances of bleed­ 
ing ulcer, operation may be re­ 
quired, depending on the extent of 
th* bleeding. W ith modern tre a t­ 
m ent. prom pt relief usually is ob­ 
tained.

The local OP A does not have 
any idea as to when the freeze 
will be removed and applications 
for sugar will be acted upon. There 
is a meeting in < levUand Monday 
and another meeting in Columbus 
Tuesday which the OPA hopes will 
straighten out the canning sugar 
freeze. 
Two reasons have been given 
for the shortage th a t resulted in 
a tem porary halt on rationing it— 
a short crop in Cuba and abuse of 
rationing leniency last y ear. 
At the Pickaway county ration­ 
ing board, to date, 80,000 pounds 
of sugar have been issued for the 
month of May . In May 19 44 only 
49 .000 pounds of sugar were is­ 
sued. 
For almost two weeks of 
May . 
this 
y ear, 
applications for 
sugar were not even being accept­ 
ed by the local OPA. Since June 
2 the OPA has not issued any j 
sugar but there have been m any 
applications sent to the board. 
There is a general impression— 
one in which the OPA at least im ­ 
plies 
agreem ent—th a t last y ear 
much of the sugar bought for can­ 
ning never went for th a t purpose. 
W hether the applications were de­ 
liberately falsified or w hether the 
applicants just never got around to 
doing as much canning as they 
planned remains a m a tte r of spec­ 
ulation. 
The OPA has let it be 
known th a t there are penalties for 
m aking false state m ents in apply ­ 
ing for rationed commodities. 
W ithout specifically stating any 
connections, it has been said a t 
the Ration Board here th a t appli­ 
cations for canning sugar increas­ 
ed when the regular rations were 
cut.

parallel situation developed 
when point values of other foods 
went up—there was an increase in 
the num ber of reports of lost ra- . 
tion books.

learned, but the results or w hat 
plans, if any , were made, rem ain i 
undisclosed.
